Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3/2/10 
has been entered. Currently, claims 1-7 and 19-20 are pending. 



2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-14 of the remarks, filed 3/2/10, with respect 
to claims 1 and 19 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-7 and 19-20 has been withdrawn.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Art Unit: 2625 

The prior art of record does not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed 
limitations of (in combination with all other limitations in the claims), deriving means for 
deriving a number of logical pages from said spooling means, wherein the derived 
number of logical pages is fewer than an entirety of the spooled logical pages, and 
wherein the derived number of logical pages corresponds to values obtained by adding 
1 (one) to numerical factors of a total number of the logical pages spooled by said 
spooling means, as set forth in claim(s) 1 and 19. The invention deals with spooling a 
plurality of logical pages for each of a plurality of sets and a plurality of logical pages are 
then derived that make up less than the entirety of the spooled pages, the derived 
number of pages being values obtained by adding 1 to numerical factors of a total 
number of the logical pages spooled, then a comparison is done to see which logical 
page from the derived group of logical pages is identical to a first spooled page and 
then a determination can be made to determine the break points in the multiple sets of 
spooled pages. The deriving means and in particular the adding 1 to numerical factors 
of a total number of logical pages spooled is, for example, if the number of logical pages 
in the document is 1 2, the numerical factors of the number 1 2 are 1 , 2, 3, 4, 6 and 12. 
The values obtained by adding 1 (one) to the numerical factors are 2, 3, 4, 5 and 7 (13 
is not applicable). Therefore, the derived number of logical pages to be compared with 
the first logical page might be only five logical pages (corresponding to the five 
numbered pages 2, 3, 4, 5, and 7), which is fewer in number than the entirety of all 12 
spooled logical pages.
